My personal 
impression of Mrs. AYDELOTTE is that she is a very stable and 
well-adjusted individual, not emotional, and not carrying any 
obvious animus towards BRADLEY, other than a natural resent- 
ment over the manner in which she claims he is treating her, 
and a conviction in her o\\ni mind that he is a dangerous man.
